A formerly classified letter released in 
July 1978 under ihe Freedom of Inlm 
(nation Act verifies a widely-believed 
rumor that at least some of die funding 
or U.S. military and university LSI) 
experiments came from the Central Intel 
hgence Agency. 

In 1975, Dr. Neil Burch of Baylor 
University, one of the institutions where 
such experiments were conducted, told 
the Washington Post that he undeisiood 
the actual funding came from the CIA; 
however, he had no writen proof of Ills 
belief. Then, in 1977, present CIA 
Director, Admiral Stansfield Turner 
released 400 pages written in a way that 
concealed CIA sponsorship of various 
research projects, including the LSD 
experiments.
